Republican rally 
held here to-day 


proved to be the grandest success, as 
well as one of the most enthusiastic 
political gatherings, ever held in Cen- 
tral Illinois. The city began rilling at 
an early hour in the morning, the trains 
on all the different roads bringing large 
delegation? from the towns of McLean 
and .all adjoining counties in Central 
Illinois. 
At 11 o'clock the crowd was 


estimated to be between 35,000 and 
40,000 people. 
Among the largest 


delegations were those from Logan and 
Ford counties, the former sending be- 
tween 1,100 and 1,200. The greater 
number of this delegation were in uni- 
form and under the command of Col. 
R. 15. Latham, of Lincoln. 


The parade which began forming at 


10 o'clock, was one of the largest ever 
witnessed iu this part of the State, 
the length being between four and five 
miles. 
In addition to the uniformed 


delegations from different towns, the 
business houses and manufactuiers of 
Hlooniington, Normal and I'ckin made 
an elegant display of goods, machinery, 
etc. 
The procession reached the Fair 


Grounds at 12:30. The speaking was 
announced to take place at half past 
one o'clock. 
The Fair Grounds were 


crowded with one of the largest gather- 
ings ever seen at a political demonstra- 
tion held in McLean county. 
Over 


18,000 people were in attendance. Two 
stands were erected. (Jen. Logan ad- 
dressed over 10,000 people from one, 
lion. It. C. Smith and P. W. Wilcox, 
the Mendota carpenter, speaking from 
the other. The city was beautifully 
decorated, the business houses and pri- 
vate residences being decked with Hugs 
and evergreens, which made the scene 
one of striking beauty, and an occasion 
not soon to be forgotton. 
At 5 p. m. 


the St. Louis Arsenal band [gave a con 
cert in the Court House Square, listen 
ed to by thousands. 


The torchlight procession in the eve 


ning was a grand sight, the line being 
filled with mounted horsemen, uniform- 
ed infantry, brass and martial bands.
